TO THE GRAND JURT 0» THE COOWTf 
or WEXTORD, AT THE SUMMER ASSIZES, 
1814. 

Ct'tUmn tflht CrmnJ Jury, 

IT is with sincere pleasure 1 congratulate 
you, upon the appearance of the state of 
your county, Isay appearance, becausel Have 
110 means whatever of knowing any thing 
iipon the subject, except fr<pm the calendar 
|iow before me. In that calendar t find 
very few nutnbers indeed. Two, or three, 
or four crimes, of general occurrence in 
the country : one homicide, which appears 
to have been committed, certainly with 
circunistances of atrocity ; but as far at 
1 can collect frofn the eianiinittions, 01 i- 
ginating in private malice and individual 
revenge ; and not connected with any of 
those disturbances, of which we have heard 
»o much, in different parts of the king- 
dom. 

Gentlemen — it is matter of great cotj- 
gratulaiion, that, after a period of thirty 
years, (at' the commitncrmfnt of which I 
first knew the county of Wexford,) I have 
reason to say, it is preciselv in the 
situation in which it iwas then,' except cs 
to ah increase of wealth and populatirn, 
and an improvement in agriculture, which 
has ameliorated its condition and multi- 
plied its resources. Tlie county of Wei. 
ford was then a moral curiosity. When 
other parts of the country we're lawless 
and disturbed, this county had a peasantry, 
indiutriout in their babitt, social in the r 



disposition, satislied with their slate, and 
amenable to the laws, cultivating their 
farms, with an assiduity, which insured a 
competency. Their conduct was peaceful, 
their apparel whole, their morals improv . 
ed, their lives spent in the frequent inter- 
change of mutual good offices. It was a 
Stat; pf things which 1 reflect upon with 
pleasure. Each succeeding circuit shewed 
me wild heaths and uncultivated tracts, 
brought under the dominion of the plough, 
and producing corn f<ir the sustenance of 
inaii. As it was then, so it continued for 
many years; until those unhappy disturb- 
ai,«.-es, which burst out iu this county with 
»ach a sudden and unexpected explosion. 
I knew what the state ol things was then, 
and how that explosion was produced ; 
professionally I knew it ; because I enjoy- 
ed peculiar advantages of knowledge, 
which other men did not enJDv. for se- 
veial years I cinducled the prosecutions foe 
the crowjl at Wexford ; and hence 1 deriv- 
ed an intimate knowledge of those trans^ 
actions. Besides, I was connected wiib no 
party ; I was ioditferent a^iiui party. But 
herrlstop, 1 willingly draw a veil pver 
the events of those days, and their causes. 
God forbid ! that I should tear asunder 
woimds, which, I hope, are completely 
and for evef closed. 

1 have now been abfent from this coun- 
ty twelve years, with the exception of 
one Assizes, wlten I came here in tha 
King's Commission, but upon that occa- 
sion I did not sit as I now do in the Crows 
Court. I can say, however, with the
